The first in a series of 
six articles on the “laws 
of the game” explained 
in ‘match style’ by Jim 
Cook. ; 

“WAS SMITH’S. GOAL 
OFFSIDE? ~ 

There is a luli in the 
excitement as Johnson the 
United goalkeeper, places 
the ball for a goal kick. 
His two backs run well up 
the field, anxious to be in 
the middle when he takes 


the kick. 

But Smith, City’s 
centre-forward, stays 
about midway in - the 


United half, well behind 
the defence. He’s clearly 
in an offside position. 

The defence. think noth- 
ing of it, knowing as they 
do that the ball will fly 
well over Smith’s head. 

Johnson takes his kick 
... but flights it a little 
low! Suddenly Smith the 
centre-forward, springs 
up and manages to get his 
head to the ball. 


The crowd are yelling 
for offside ... . but Smith 
races through, ~dribbles 
round Johnson -the goal- 
keeper, and stashes the 
bail into the net. 


The crowd ‘are still 
yelling for offside . . 
everybody is waiting for 
the referee to award a 
free kick, 


What should the referee 
do? Award a goal or a 
free kick? 


ANSWER 


Most definitely a goal. 
A player can’t be offside 
from a goal kick, just as 
he can’t be offside from 
a throw-in. Law 11 says: 


“A player is offside if 
he is nearer his opponents’ 
goal-line than the ball at 
the moment the ball is 
played unless he receives 
the ball direct from @ 
goal-kick, a corner-kick, 
a throw-in or when it was 
dropped by the referee.
